PARLIAMENT. 


Ottawa, April 27» ‘01. 

Although the past week has _ been 
fully occupied, the house sitting till 
about one o’clock every morning,, no 
very great progress has been made 
with the business of the session. A 
large number of public works esti- 
mates were passed on Monday, but the 
restof the week was tukem up with 
three ciscussions raised by the opposi- 
tion on: Lhe Clergue coutract; “the 
Nipissing election; and the census cir- 
culars. . 

the particulars regarding the Cler- 
gue contract may be shoruy stated; 
an American named Clergue, repre- 
senting a syndicate of Philadeiphia 
capitalists, nas entered upon a num- 
ber of enterprises for the development 
of pulp woou and iron resources in the 
vicinity of Sault Sie Marie,.Ont. He 
originaiiy received concessions of wat- 
er power, and timber and mineral lands 
from the Ontario government condi- 
jional on development on a large scale. 
As necessary to development he was 
granted by the same government, a 
railway charter from Sault Ste Marie 


to James’ Bay, with a large 
bonus. Since getting the con- 
cessions he has’ erected large 
pulp mills at Sault Ste Marie, 


has opened iron mines near Michipico- 
ten, and has built some forty or fifty 
miles of railway. The milis, mines, 
and railways are still being extended. 
As a necessity of the enterprise he has 
already expended several million dol- 
Jars, and has built. up a very consider- 
able industry where before there was 
nothing, and very little hopa of any- 
thing. His iron mining enterprise in- 
volved the further project of smelt- 
ing and manufacture, upon which he 
is now preparing to enter on a lange 
sgale. In order to bring! the Intercol- 
onial railway up to the present day 
standard of a first class road: it be- 
comes necessary to replace the present 
54 and 67 pound steel rails with 80 
pound steel rails, the idea being to com- 
plete the work’ ins about five years. 
Mr. Clergue approached the govern- 
ment with a proposition. He had 
spent severd! millions of foreign capi- 
tal in developing the latent resources 
of the most rejected; sections of east- 
ern Canada and was preparing to 
spend many millions more, why should 
he not have the; benefit of the money 
which the Dominion had to pay out 
for steel rails? A bargain was made 
whereby the government agreed to 
take, sometime before the, Ist of Sep- 
tember of this year, 25,000 tons of Can- 
adiar made steel rails for the uses of 
the Intercolonial delivered at Montreal 
or Levis at $32.60 a ton; with the 
further understanding that they would 
take during the next four years 25,000 
tons each year at{ the market price in 
England at, the time thej order was giv- 
en. This was practically giving Mr. 
Clergue the contract of supplying rails 
for the complete re-tracking of the 
Intercolonial, and of course ensured to 
him employment for the operation 
of the large plant which he proposed 
erecting at the Sault. The idea was 
that the Clergue syndicate would be 
aided in building up northern Ontario 
and Canada would be only paying the 
market price for the rails required. 
The great advantage to Clergue was 
the permanance of the contract. It 
may be mentioned that steel rails are 
not usually kept im stock like sugar 
or tea. They are generally made _ to 
order, and when times are good orders 
have to be given months ahead, at a 
stated figure. Therefore there was 
nothing unusual in making the con- 
tract for del'very of the first 25,000 
tons at a stated figure nearly a year 
from the date of thei order. 

But the opposition scented a scandal. 
The contract had been let immediately 
before the general eleciion, it was for 
a large amount, the five year con- 
tract was unusual, the price of rails 
had fallen since it was let, therefore 
there must have been a contribution 
to election funds on the part of Cler- 
gue as a consideration for the contract. 
Of course the assertion was not made, 
but it was quite, clear that to get the 
public to believ> this was the purpose 
of the discussion, on the part ef the 
opposition. They found fault with 
gnany of the details of the bargain, but 
they were compelled to, agree with the 
general principle. Not daring to make 
a direct accusation on the point they 
really had in mind, the discussion, 
which arose on the railway estimates 
gradually flickered out. 

The Nipissing e'ection next claimed 
the attention of the opposition. he 
electoral district of Nipissing occupies 
a large section of northern Ontario, 
with Lake Nipissing as a centre. There 
is no municipal organization through- 
out a large part of iis area, and a 
great deai of it is almost inaccessible. 
in several of the cOnstituencies simi- 
larly situated the nomination was not 
held on the dav appointed, so as to per- 
mit of the prelimimaries being proper- 
ly attended to,. No provision of this 
nature was made in the case of Nipiss- 
ing, but the Jaw provides that in case 
circumstances prevent the holding of 
a nomination and election on the proper 
date arother date may. be fixed by the 
returning officer. in the district of 
Nipissing the voters’ lists which had 
not beeen revised for several ‘years 
were in process of revision. The re- 
vision could not be compieted until af- 
ter the election, if it were held on the 
appointed day, but would ba if the elec- 
tion day were postponed for a short 
time. The returning officer took the 
ground that under the then existing 
circumstances the election could not 
be properly held, and that he weuld 
be justified in postponing the nomina- 
tion so that the election could take 
place on newly completed lists. On 
the appointed nomination day he failed 
to a t at the placa Of nomination. 
Kl the conservative candidate, and 
previously sitting member, was repre- 
sented in due form and his nomination 


papers offered by his representative: 
but of co 
was no ‘there they were not accepted 
by him. Klock, however, claimed the 
seat by acclamation, as the liberal 
candiiate did not offen for nomination 
on that day.. 
nomination by the returning officer ar- 
rived MeGool, the liberal candidate, 
presented his nomina‘ion papers, and 
Klock, who already claimed the seat. 
did not, ‘The returning officer return- 


; ed McCool by acclamation. The ques- 


tion was brought before the courts 
by Klock, and decided in favor of Mc- 
Cooi. who was confirmed, in his seat, 
Northrup, opposition, moved to have 
it referred to the committee or privil- 
eges and elections. The question was 
simply whether the returning officer 
was justified in postponing the elec- 
tion or not, and the government held 
that the house was competent to decide 
that point without refererice tol a com- 
mittee. It is necessarily an arguabie 
point, whether the circumstances were 
such as to jus**fy the postponement 
as the effect of such postponement, 
—which was until after the general re- 
sult was known—was to give the candi- 
date of the party which! had secured 
a majority of the new house a very 
considerable a¢vantage. This is con- 
trary to the principle of the Canadian 
election law which for good +reasons 
provides for elections on the same day 
throughout the countny,—except where 
the circumstances are exceptional. It 
is certainly a dangerous precedent . to 
establish, to allow’a returning Officer 
for any cause to postpone an election. 
But the law recognizes that there are 
such causes. Therefore the point was 
whether or not the cause was suffi- 
cient. f : ; 
Northrup’s motion was defeated by 
94 — 51, on} an almost strictly party 
vote.

After 
each census the total population of 
‘Quebec increases more rapidly than 
that of one or more of the other pro- 
vinces such provinces lose representat- 
ion accordingly. Although, (Quebec’s 
representation is not increased its 
weight in confederation is increased to 
the extent of the loss of the others. 
Under this arrangement after the last 
census all the Maritime provinces lost 
representation, not because their po- 
pulation had actually decreased, but 
because it had not increased as largely 
as that of Quebec. The greater the in- 
crease therefore that cam be shown in 
(Quebec the better for that province 
and the worse for the restiof the Dom- 
inion. It isa pixy that it should be 
so, as the natural tendency of such an 
arrangement is to set that province 
and the others in antagonism on the 
subject of the census, and ta arouse 
suspicion even where no real cause ex- 
ists. The circular was constructed to 
apply particularly to the counting of 
absentees, which is a question of spec- 
ial interest in Qvebec; a large part of 
the rural population being employed 
more or less permanently in the New 
England mills, while the people of the 
Maritime provinces and Ontario who 
go to the Sitates, generally remain per- 
manently and so cannot, be counted in 
the Canadian census, very many of the 
French Canadians employed in New 
England still have thein permanent 
homes in Quebec. On the method in 
which these more or less temporary 
absentees are counted will very great- 
ly depend the position of Quehec to- 
wards the rest of Canada in the forth 
coming re-adjustment of representat- 
ion. If all alsentees are excluded the 
population of the province will show a 
much less increase than if they are in- 
cluded. The “confidential’”’ circular 
dealth with this subject among others. 
Sir Wilfrid considered that it had been 
a mistake to mark the circular “confi- 
dential”. Hon. Mr. Fisher explained 
that the word “confidential” had 
been retained by error’ of the printing 
office. Sir Wi'frid said that on far- 
mer occasions in some sections of the 
province of Quebec the people had been 
averse to giving the information re- 
quired by the census, and the circular 
was issued for the purpose of explain- 
ing to them the importance of com- 
plying with the requirements of the 
enumerators. 

After occupying all the afternoon 
and part of the evening in discussing 
the Quebee circular without a mot- 
ion being made or a vote taken the op- 
position switched off their attention 
from Quebec to Ontario, where the 
provincial government had placed in 
the hands of some of the enumerators 
a schedule of enquiries as to the poli- 
tical leanings of the people. Hon. Mr. 
Fisher had promptly ordered the with- 
drawal of the circular as soon as it was 
brought to his attention. Only nine 
of the country commissioners for On- 
tario had seen it, and their reports 
were laid on the table. The discussion 
on the reports was kept up until ad- 
journment after midnight. again with- 
out any motion having been mada. 

It may be worth while to point out 
that while criticism is the special fun 
ction of the opposition, important cri- 
ticism is only fair and effective when 
it is backed up by a motion and a vote 
in which the critics and the criticized 
line up in support’ of their respective 
views for ‘he information of tbe elec- 
tors genera'lly. Criticism which occu- 
pies a Whole day on a single subject— 
the conduct of the census—and is not 
embodied in a resolution and emphasiz- 
ed) by s vote may fairly be described 
as unfair criticism or criticism by in- 
sinuat‘on. Clea~ly it is an effort ta 
create impressions in the public mind 
for which those who make the attempt 
do not wish to be responsible. This 
style of criticism savors strongly of 
the tactics of the opposition in the last 
parliament, is profitless to the coun- 
try and wasteful of the time of par- 
liament. 

On Thursday the Valleyfield strike 
was discussed at some length. Some 
weeks ago Mr. Monk, French leader of 
the opposition, had asserted that the 
strike had been promoted by agitators 
in the liberal interests, and declared 
that he could produce affidavits in sup- 
port of the assertion. The assertion 
was denied at the time, but discussion 
was deferred to allow him‘ time to pro- 
cure the affidavits. Several weeks had 
passed and the affidavits were not 
forthcuming, So Mr. Loy, M. P. for 
Beauharnois, in which Valleyfield is 
situated, on Thursday read a number 
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of affidavits from membersof the labor 
unions there directly and specifically 
contradicting Mr. Monk’s assertion. 


Further consideration was given to 
the miltia estimates. The minister ex- 
plained thatia million dollars had been 
spent and 40,000 Lee-Metford rifles 
had been purchased, which had been 
used to arm the active militja. A 
further sum would be required to pur- 
chase similar rifles for tha rifle as- 
sociations which it was proposed to 
organize. It was intended to supply 
ten rifles to each association. 


A statement was made by the minis- 
ter of interior regarding geological 
surveys during the summer. Jas. Mc- 
Evoy and P. Dennis will examine the 
Crow’s Nest coal fields, and Lawrencé 
Lambe will search for fossils along the 
Red Deer river. The principal work 
of the department will be ia the Yukon, 
British Columbia and Eastern Canada. 


The Canadian Northern Railway 
agreement with the province of Mani- 
toba has not yet come up for discus- 
sion in the house, but it was before the 
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Friday. It was fixed fer Tuesday, but 
on account of the unavoidable absence 
of Mr. Neshit, of Toronto, solicitor for 
the citizens’ committee opposing the 
bil!, was at thir request postponed till 
Thursday. The Canadian Northern 
Railway Comp’ny operates under a 
Dominion charter, which did net con- 
template such an arrangement as that 
entered into with the province of Mani- 
toba. The bill now up for considera- 
tion is to make the bargain between 
the province and the company binding 
on the company. Lash, of Toronto, ap- 
peared for the Canadian Northern, 
Barwick, of Toronto, appeared for the 
provincia! government of Maniloba, 
Irving, of Toronto, was present in the 
interests of the Ontario government, 
and Nesbit, of Toronto, appeared for 
the Winnipeg citizens’ committee, who 
were represented by Mayor Arbuthnot 
and W. D. Bole. Mr. Lash mada a 
short and clear presentation of the 
case for the company and Mr. Borwick 
a similar presentation for the provin- 
cial government. Mr. Neshit follow-

THE EPIDEMIC IN THE TERRITORIES. 
The following excerpt from a letter 
dated at Regina, April 19, ard receiv- 
ed at the provincial board of health 
ofiices, Winnipeg, from Mr. C. W. Pet- 
erson, deputy coamussioner o} the Ter- 
ritorisal department of agriculture, will 
give somejidea as to the prevalence and 
situation of the alieged small pox in 
ihe Territories, and also as to the steps 
being taken to stamp it out.:— 

The situation in the Edmonton dis- 
trict is fairly satisfac‘ery. Ail cases 
that have occurred witbin the pre- 
cincts of the municipality, have been 
placed im am isoiation hospital and the 
premises thoroughly disinfected. One 
or two cases have occurred in half- 
breed colonies between Edmonton and 
Battleford. At Onion lake, a_, resi- 
dent medical practitioner is acting, 
and Dr. Aylen, of Fort Saskatchewan, 
is looking after St. Paul des Metis. 
The mounted police are enforcing rig- 
orously the quarantine arrangements 
provided by the health ordinance. All 
passengers leaving auv infected. dis- 
tricts age inspected by ‘Territorial 
health officers. Some six cases occur- 
red in the townlof MacLeod a week’ or 
age. The dizsase was ‘brought in 
from IKernie, B. C., and spread rapid- 
ly. I ynderstand the first case was 
that of a railway employee, who had 
been traasferred from that point. The 
railway station was immediately 
quaratined and the company compel- 
led to transact its business from the 
freight office. An health officer is 
aciing. fer the municipality of Mac- 
Leod and the individual cases have all 
been isolated. One or twa cases have 
occurred in the village of Pincher 
Creek. Prompt measufes were at once 
taken and a resitent medical practi- 
(ioner appoiated as health ofticer. The 
first official notification of small pox in 
the Territories was received from the 
Maple Creek district. The cases were 
all rigidly isolated and the village is 
now free from the-“Gisease. Word was, 
es received in this dep artment 
-sterday, to the effect that a 
had broken outiin ,ihe vicinity of Fort 
Walsh, which is a considerable dis- 
tance away from any Jine of railway. 
A health officer has been dispatched 
to the place and all patients and in- 
fected persons wil be immediately 
quaratined. One or two cases have 
occurred in the town of Léetbbridge, 
and very active steps were immedi- 
ately taken there by the health officer. 
Dr. De Veber. I understand no new 
cases have occurred and that’ the 
quaratine may be raised shortly. 
This outbreak was also traced to the 
a district.

STUPENDOUSNESS OF WAR 


In lines of communication work 
General Forestier-Walker, among 
other duties and cares had 2,017 miles 
of railway to guard, says the command- 
er-in-chief in lord Roberts’ second re- 
port, while Captain Sir E. Chichester, 


R. N., and his staff, at the 
four ports, hadup te October 31 
embarked 69,122 men, and 3,884 ani- 


mals, while 201,974 men and 179,577 ani. 
mals were disembarked during the 
same period of time. 

Lord Roberts estimates that in a 
similar period of time tha army ser- 
vice corps provided for the army oper- 
ating from the Cape Colony north ef 
the Orange River, forty-one million ra- 
tions for soldiers and! natives, with an 
approximate tonnage of ninety thou- 
sand, and tweuty millions for animals 
weighing one hundred thousagd tons. 
The approxumate strength was 179,000 
soldiers and natives requiring 358 tons 
of rations daily, and 93,000 animals re- 
guiring 465 tons daiiy. 

Equally stupendous figures give some 
indication of the work dona by the 
ordnance depariment. In addition to 
reutine work they spent a milbion ster- 
ling in local purchases ip South Af- 
rica. .

THE COLONIES AND THE WAR 

The secretary of state for the cel- 
onies, szys the Military Gazette. .has 
forwarded a return to the militia 
department at Ottawa showing the 
numerical strength of the contingents 
sent to South Africa by the various 
colonies of the Empire. The figures 
are as follows:
